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BIG PACKET BOAT 
SUNK IN THE OHIO 


GREAT LOSS OF LIFE 
CLOVERPORT. 
NEAR 


Steamer State of Missouri Strikes a 
Rock and Is Sunk—Twenty-Five of 
the 
Passengers and 
Crew Re­ 
ported Lost—Later 
News More 
Hopeful. 


( 
o y k r i ’o r t . Kv.. Jan. 21.—A gainst 
the sharp rocks of Bullock's Point, 
just below Wolf Creek, about seventy 
mi J es from Louisville, th e steam er 
S tate of Missouri w ent to pieces about 
ti o'clock Saturday evening. A lthough 
it is many hours since the terrib le ac­ 
cident occurred an accurate estim ate 
of the loss of life can n o t be made. 
T here 
were 
a t 
least tw enty-five 
Crowned. 
Most of them were colored 
roustabouts. 
The boat had, as far as 
tar; be obtained, ten passengers on 
board. 
Caph Conlon, m aster of the 
boat has not been heard from. There 
w ere tw enty-five deck hands and about 
tw enty officers and em ployes of the 
boat, m aking forty-five in all. 
Of this 
num ber about tw enty-five were saved. 
T he boat was valued at #30,000 and is a 
to tal wreck. 
The 
accident 
happened about 6 
o'clock Saturday evening. 
The boat 
had left Cincinnati a t 5 o'clock Friday 
afternoon and had taken on board 
About IOO tons of freight and seven 
passengers there, 
It came on down to 
Louisville during the n ight and sw ung 
into the harbor a t 7 o'clock Saturday 
m orning. For three hours she lay a t the 
M ail Line w harf boat, but took on no 
freight. 
Two passengers boarded her 
a t Louisville. 
Prom ptly a t IO o'clock 
Capt. Conlon rang the bell as th e sig­ 
nal for deoarture, and she sw ung into 
th e stream w ith Capt. Dan V arble a t 
th e wheel. 
When the Falls had been 
cleared the w heel was relinquished to 
Capt. Jam es Pell and his son. 
They 
are both experienced pilots and are 
w ell know n in Louisville. 
N othing 
happened of note during the day and 
th e boat sw ept down in th e sw ift cur­ 
ren t. 
Silo landed only once and th a t 
w as a t New Albany, w here she took 
on tw o more passengers. 
The passen­ 
gers were in the cabinet and one of 
th e ladies was playing a t te e pi no. 
Mr. W hitehead 
was 
in 
the pilot 
house 
talk in g 
to Capt. 
Pell, the 
pilot. 
The 
current was sweeping 
dow n faster than it had been for a 
long tim e and there was an anxious 
look in the pilot's face. 
He told Mr, 
W hitehead th a t he was fearful of an 
accident. 
Shortly before 6 o'clock 
Capt. Pell's son entered the pilot house. 
T he father and son took tu rn s about 
a t the wheel, and the son had been 
sleeping. 
As he gave up th e w heel to 
his son and put on his coat to go down 
to the texas to sleep 
he rem arked: 
“ We are running close to th e shore ” 
He then left Mr. W hitehead and w ent 
down into the cabin, w here he stood 
talk in g to Mr. G arland, one of the 
passengers. 
At Bullock's point there is a huge 
rock th a t juts out into th e river. 
It 
h as alw ays been feared by river men 
and is one of the most dangerous points 
on the river. 
Among the pilots the 
f?tate of M issouri bears the reputation 
of being a hard boat to handle. 
She 
w as 252 feet long, and w hile it had an 
im m ense pow er it was very “ bully” 
a n d hard to steer. 
Young Capt. Pell 
m ade the spikes of the w heel fairly 
hm m but he was unable to get it out 
o f the pow erful cross current. 
He saw 
th e danger in a m om ent and shouted 
dow n the tube to the engineer to back 
out. 
Then it sw ung round helplessly and 
w ith a terrible crash the stern of the 
b o at struck th e ledge of rocks. 
The 
w hole stern end was torn out. 
The 
g reatest confusion prevailed upon the 
boat. 
Capt. Conlon started out on the 
hurricane deck and in hoarse and ex­ 
cited tones called to th e panic st 
deckhands, “ Run out a line and make 
fa st to the ban k .” 
Two of them die 
grab an end of the spring line anc 
bound into the w ater w ith it. 
It was 
n o t very deep and they easily m anaged 
to m ake the bank. H urrying to a tr ee 
they 
made fast the line w ith 
couple of quick turns. 
The rope was 
a sm all one, though, and under the 
terrific strain of the current it parted 
as if it were paper. T here was no hope. 
D irectly in the boat's path, only a few* 
.yards distant, lay a dangerous sand 
bar. The helpless vessel drifted against 
it and then settled, torrents of w ater 
pouring into th e gaping hole in the 
stern. 
As it w as filling and sinking 
Capt. Conlon ordered the yaw l th a t 
h an g upon the larboard side lowered. 
Two dozen w illing hands seized and 
launched it. 
Then they piled into it 
pell mell, falling over each other, and 
occasionally one of them missed the 
boat and tum bled into the river. 
The shrieking people, scream ing at 
th e top of th eir voices to be saved, 
gave no heed to the frantic commands 
of the captain, who was doing every­ 
thing in his power to get them to 
try and launch another boat th a t lay 
upon the hurricane deck. 
The yaw l 
th a t had 
been 
first low ered was 
swamped in a mom ent. 
It had hardly 
le ft the side of the boat before the 
score of struggling people overturned 
it. 
They all w ent down and were 
drowned. 
For ju st a m om ent or tw o 
desperate and despairing cries wTere 
heard as they battled in the w ater 
w ith the raging waves, and then they 
disappeared beneath the surface to 
rise no more. 
In the m eantim e on the boat the 
greatest excitement, prevailed. 
The 
women w ere we 
. 
praying: and 


pleading w ith the men to save them. 
The boat w as sw aying and creaking 
under the aw ful strain upon it, th e 
bottom having settled on the bar, w ith 
the w aters w ashing over th e deck and 
th reaten in g every m om ent to carry off 
the cabin 
Capt. Conlon worked hard 
for the safety of the passengers. 
The 
rem ainder of th e crew and the passen­ 
gers -eemed to have lost all self com* 
inand and were running to and fro in 
the cabin, scream ing and w ringing 
their hands. 
They did not even th in k 
to put on tilt1 life preservers, forty or 
fifty of w hich are alw ays kept sus­ 
pended on the w alls of the cabin. 
Capt. Conlon. Clerk Tules VVehrman, 
and the first m ate were the only cool 
ones on board. 
The la tte r put life 
preservers on the five ladies and ta k ­ 
ing them to the side of the vessel 
pushed them into the river in spite of 
their scream ing protests. 
Then he 
sprang in after them and swam ashore 
w ith them. 
One a t a tim e he landed 
them. 
Ju st as the m ate left the boat 
there was another crash like the roar 
of thunder and the cabin w as swept 
from the hull and dashed out into the 
current. 
From the tim e of the crash 
into the rock until the cabin was car­ 
ried away was not over ten m inutes a t 
the most, but it m ust have seemed 
kours to the unfortunate people who 
were cooped up like rats in the death­ 
trap. Five m inutes after th^ cabin 
was borne aw ay and disappeared in 
the distance around the bend all was 
still, and only a slight ripple of the 
w ater showed where th e sunken hull 
lay. 
By this tim e the few people who 
lived in the vicinity where the acci­ 
dent 
occurred had arrived on the 
scene. 
T here were probably a dozen 
people in all, and by energetic work 
seven persons in the w ater w ere res­ 
cued. 
W ithin an hour after the accident 
there w ere 200 people on the scene 
from the surrounding neighborhood, 
m aking the survivors as com fortable 
as possible. 
None of the rescued ones 
saved any of th eir clothing, barely 
m anaging to get out w ith w hat little 
they had on. 
Men and women were 
hatless and w ithout w raps and over­ 
coats. 
Most of their belongings were 
sw ept aw ay in th e wreck. 
At Hawes­ 
ville a lot of w reckage came ashore. 
Among the things recovered was the 
register containing the nam es of the 
passengers. 
I t was so blurred, how­ 
ever, th a t the dates could not be plain­ 
ly seen. 
It gave 102 passengers, but it 
is know n th a t there was not th a t 
m any people aboard. 
From this re a ­ 
son it is thought th a t a page or two 
may have been torn out. 
In conse­ 
quence it is not know n positively how 
many lives were lost.

DEATH 
FOUND 
IN THE RIVER. 


WORK IN MADISON 
NOW UNDER WAY 


FENNER KIMBALL'S BILL MUCH 
DISCUSSED. 


Riot At Noon In Which One Soldier 
and 
Three Railroad 
Men Are 
Killed and Seven Are Wounded 
—More Trouble 
Feared By the 
Authorities. 


Br o o k ly n, Jan. 21— There are now 
eight thousand militia here. 
An en­ 
counter between the strikers and the 
militia at noon resulted in ten strikers 
being shot. 
Three were killed, and 
one member of the Thirteenth regi­ 
ment was also killed. 
Great excite 
ment prevails, and 
more 
trouble 
is 
feared. 
The 
troops 
now 
here 
include 
the 
entre 
First 
brigade of state m ilitia under com­ 
m and of B rig.-Gen. Fitzgerald, Mayor 
Schieren, afte r another unsuccessful 
attem pt to settle the strike, yesterday 
decided to call for more troops to assist 
in preserving order in Brooklyn and 
to aid][the presidents of the various 
trolley roads to run th eir cars. He held 
a 
conference 
w ith 
the represen­ 
tatives of the 
strikers and 
Pres­ 
ident Norton, 
Lewis and 
W icke”. 
but no 
m utual 
agreem ent 
could 
be arrived at. 
Then the m ayor had a 
conference w ith Gen. McLeer and some 
of the city officials, when it was de­ 
term ined to issue through theesheriff a 
requisition on the governor for addi­ 
tional m ilitary forces. 
The request 
was sent to Gov. M orton, who is in 
New York city, and a favorable reply 
soon arrived. 
Many cars w ent astray yesterday. 
The sw itches were broken and ob­ 
stacles w ere heaped on the tracks; 
w ires were cut a t various points and 
on the whole the day w as full of petty 
annoyances for the railroad companies. 
M otormen abandoned their cars at 
various points and in some instances 
left the city as soon as they possibly 
could, so serious did the situation 
seem. 
Blood was spilled in quantities 
b u t no one was seriously hurt. 
There 
is much talk of the strike spreading to 
other branches of organized labor if 
some settlem ent is not arrived a t soon. 


Owners H ear o f th e Vessel’s W reck. 


Cin c in n a t i, Ohio, Jan. 21.—A tele­ 
gram from Capt. Joe Condon to the 
agents of the State of Missouri brought 
the first news th a t the boat had been 
wrecked on a rock ninety miles below 
ouisville and was a to tal loss. Conlon 
also said th a t all of the crew and pas­ 
sengers had been saved, and this was 
confirmed by la te r telegram s. 


Timbers Blown From the Top Of a 
Twelve Story Building Fell Ten

Fearful Loss of L ife In Persia. 


L o n d o n , Jan. 21.—TheTim es has a 
dispatch from Teheran, the capital of 
Persia, saying the tow n of Ivuchan, in 
the province of K horasan, w hich was 
destroyed by an earthquake fourteen 
m onths ago, and w hich was subse­ 
quently rebuilt, was again destroyed 
by an earthquake shock Thursday. 
The official report 
of the disaster 
placed the num ber of persons killed at 
2,000. 
Fifty thousand head of cattle 
perished in the valley a t th e head of 
which Kuchan is situated.

Private Advices Increase th e Gravity o f 
the Situation. 


W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 
21.—Private ad­ 
vices from Hawaii increase the gravity 
of the situation. 
It is said th a t am ong 
the men placed behind the bars by the 
governm ent officials w ere fifteen En­ 
glishm en w ho were alleged to have co­ 
operated for the roj'alist conspirators 
and some of whom w ere found w ith 
arm s in th eir possession. 
They pro­ 
claimed them selves 
B ritish subjects 
and a t once appealed for protection to 
the B ritish m inister. 
T h at official 
com m unicated w ith the governm ent 
dem anding th a t the republic of H a­ 
w aii give assurances they would not 
be condemned to die by any sum m ary 
court-m artial. 
President Dole, after 
consultation w ith some of his principal 
advisers, declared no assurances of any 
kind would be given th a t the E nglish­ 
m en’s lives would be spared if found 
guilty. There had been too much tem ­ 
porizing under form er adm inistrations 
in the islands 
and the governm ent 
would not be dictated to any pow er 
as to its duty in regard to persons en­ 
gaged in inciting revolution. 
Arms 
had been brought into the islands, to­ 
gether w ith other m unitions of war, 
and these had been used against the 
properly constituted authorities, and 
in certain cases w ith fatal effects. 
H aw aii's republic did not ask pro­ 
tection a t the hands of any governm ent 
or any set of men. but w as perfectly 
able to protect itself against domes­ 
tic troubles and revolutionary up­ 
risings. 
If this im portant news, which 
reached W ashington by private ad­ 
vices, came also to the state d ep art­ 
m ent, it explains a t once the sending 
of the Philadelphia afte r it had first 
been decided by th e President no ves­ 
sel was needed a t Honolulu. The com­ 
plications sure to result w ill necessi­ 
tate a naval display of the United 
States 
to offset th a t which Cveat 
B ritain is sure to send. 


W a s h in g t o n , Jan. 2 1 .— The prospect 
in the senate this week is for more 
talk th an accom plishm ent. 
"When the 
senate adjourned Saturday the sen­ 
ate's attitu d e tow ard Hawaii, the pro­ 
posed recession from the senate am end­ 
m ents to the income tax appropriation, 
and the N icaragua bill all occupied in 
the different ways, technically con­ 
sidered, th e 
position of unfinished 
business. The income tax question w ill 
have the rig h t of way by virtue of its 
being a part of an 
appropriation 
bill. 
The H aw aiian question will, in 
all probability, be considered in the 
m orning hour to-day, if not crowded 
out by the debate on the income tax. 
There are know n to be several senators 
anxious to express th eir views on the 
H aw aiian problem , aud, judging from 
their private expressions, the rem arks 
to be made will, in some instances, be 
very pointed. 
Senator Hill is also ex­ 
pected to stand out for his income tax 
am endm ent. 
The N icaraguan ques­ 
tion still holds 
its 
place 
at 
the 
head of 
the calendar for 
consid­ 
eration daily a fte r 2 o'clock. 
Sen­ 
ator Morgan is still hopeful of secur­ 
ing a vote on this bill before the close 
of the week, but if there should be 
many interruptions he may again he 
disappointed. 
Senator Turpie has the 
floor for a reply to Senator M organ, 
and is expected to m ake one of his 
characteristic speeches. 
T here will 
also be other addresses on this subject 
before 
the vote is 
finally taken. 
| The 
friends 
of 
the 
bankruptcy 
and 
te rrito ra l 
adm ission 
hills 
are grow ing anxious concerning the 
fate of those m easures and are begin­ 
ning to be apprehensive th a t tim e may 
not be left for th eir consideration if 
the N icaragua bill be not soon dis­ 
posed of. 
The present prospect is 
against a revived of the financial and 
currency question in th e senate during 
the week, but much w ill depend upon 
the action of the com m ittee on finance 
a t its m eeting Tuesday and also upon 
the attitu d e of the house of represen­ 
tatives. 


Body o f th* Treasurer Is R ecovered -M u r­ 
der Is Evident. 


O'Ne il, Neb.. Jan. 21.—The search 
3f the last three weeks by the friends 
af B arrett Scott for his body has been 
rew arded 
and the 
w aters of 
the 
N iobrara river have given up the dead. 
The body was found Saturday night at 
Ll5 in the N iobrara near W hiting’s 
Bridge, about th irty miles north of 
this city. 
The posse which discovered 
the body started out from this city 
Friday m orning and w ent at once to 
the N iobrara 
river fully 
equipped 
to 
search 
the 
bottom 
of 
the 
river 
for 
the 
missing 
man. 
W hile exploring the bottom of the 
river on the north side one of the 
searchers struck some object w ith his 
grappling hook. 
Ile at once called to 
his assistance some of the others and 
loosened the corpse from the sand in 
the bottom of the river. 
As soon as it 
was moved it at once came to the sur­ 
face and was taken out upon the ice. 
Where the body was found there was 
about six feet of w ater, over which 
was eighteen inches of ice. 
Arouud the neck of the m urdered 
man w as a half-inch rope. There were 
Also bruises upon his head, w here he 
was doubtless struck, possibly w ith the 
butt of a revolver. 
In his pocket was 
his gold w atch, w hich was stopped at 
12:01. 
This, it is thought by many, is 
when Scott's body was throw n into the 
river and th a t the w atch stopped as 
soon as he struck the w ater, although 
there was no w ater found inside the 
•ase. 
Both hands were tied behind 
his back, and from the looks of the 
body he evidently underw ent consider­ 
able to rtu re 
before 
his 
m urderers 
killed him. 
The crim e for w hich B arrett Scott 
paid his life was the em bezzlem ent of 
*,>70,000 of the funds of Holt county 
and the subsequent w recking of the 
Holt County 
bank, practically im­ 
poverishing nearly all of the farm ers 
and 
business men in Holt. 
The 
am ounts stolen aggregate about #100,- 
000. 
As the bod}* was found upon the 
north side of the river in Boyd county 
the coroner of th a t county was sent 
for. 
He arrived about 7 o'clock in the 
m orning and heM an inquest. 
A ver­ 
dict of w ilful m urder was returned by 
the coroner's jury and George I). Mul- 
lihan, Moses Elliot, and M en Roy, and 
sundry other persons to the jurors un­ 
known are im plicated. 
Intense excitem ent prevails in the 
city, large delegations being present 
from tow ns in different parts of the 
county, and trouble is feared. 
Several 
hundred residents of this city viewed 
the rem ains yesterday as they were in 
the undertaking rooms of O. F. Biglin, 
and on all sides were heard men of 
this city 
denouncing the cow ardly 
■irime and perpetrators, and they are 
sure to meet ju st punishm ent for th eir 
crime. 
It will be rem em bered th a t 
Elliot. M ullihar and Roy were arrested 
two weeks ago for com plicity in this 
rim e and waived exam ination and 
wrere placed under #500 bonds to ap­ 
pear at the next term of court. 
They 
will be rearrested upon. the charge of 
murder. 


Limit of Taxation In Cities Raised to 
Three Per Cent.—Milwaukee 
Is 
Alarmed At the Prospect—But One 
Bill Reported Back From the Com- 
mittee. 


M a d is o n , 
June 21.— Much solid 
work will be done by the legislature 
this week. 
So far but few billa have 
been reported buck from the commit­ 
tees and but one has passed either 
house. 
One Janesville bill, that endorsed by 
Mr. Kimball, is attracting consider­ 
able attention. It authorizes the com­ 
mon council in any city to levy any 
tax annually provided the total munic­ 
ipal, county, state and all taxes shall 
not exceed 3 per cent of the assessed 
value of real aud personal property. 
This extends the limit, and the state­ 
ment is made in Milwaukee that it 
will be undoubtedly met with a great 
deal of opposition as it would permit 
of the raising, with the special ward 
taxes, of an almost unlimited amount 
of taxes im the large cities.

S a n F r a n c i s c o , Cal., Jan. 2i.—Cor­ 
oner Hughes m akes some sensational 
charges against Dr. M artin Regena- 
berger. one of the city’s most prom­ 
inent physicians. The coroner charges 
th a t Regensberger offered him #400 if 
the jury which investigated the death 
of the late Charles K ohler would find 
th at death was accidental. 
K ohler was a w ealthy wine mer­ 
chant and was found dead in a Turkish, 
bath establishm ent not long ago. 
He 
carried #125,000 insurance on his life, 
w hich his heirs could not collect if he 
had com m itted suicide. 
T here were 
symptom s of m orphine poisoning and 
it was known K ohler had been on a 
debauch. 
Regensberger is the family 
physician and H ughes said th e offer 
was on behalf of the K ohler family. 
Hughes says he spurned the offer. 
R egensberger says he made no such 
offer and th a t th e charge is preposter­ 
ous. 
The jury found th a t Kohler's 
death was accidental.

from 15,000 to 20,000 
letters a day for Edna Brown and has 
to answer from fifteen to twenty each 
day asking him if Edna was all right. 
Three million and over have been re­ 
ceived and the end is not yet. 


M inister M ixed Up In It. 
Someone wrote to the minister ask 
ing him what kind of wheels Edna’s 
were. 
He answered that there was 
no medical institute in Kaneville and 
no crippled girl. He further explained 
that Miss Brown had been receiving 
thousands of letters under such mis­ 
representation and she had collected 
millions of stamps. 
What she wanted 
with them ne one knew, the holy man 
averred. 
They seemed to him to be 
of no earthly value. 
U “ I got a letter from Miss Edna,” 
explained one Second ward girl, “ and 
I at once hunted up all the old letters 
in the house and sent the stamps to 
her. 
I didn’t think there could be 
anything wrong about it.” 
“ I got a letter too,” said another 
girl, but papa told me that the whole 
thing was a fake and that cancelled 
stamps are of no use or value to any 
one.”

Weather Was Not Right; The Leaves 
Are Long and Narrow and Some 
Of 
It 
Cured 
In 
the 
Field 
—Damp 
Weather 
Makes 
the 
Farmers Glad. 


Three quarters of Rock county's 94 
tobacco is off the poles and in the 
stripping rooms. 
That means sales 
and sales mean money. 
Sunday’s rain did it. 
When the honest farmer arose from 
his bed and saw drops of moisture 
pendant from every bush and tree, his 
heart was glad for he 
knew that 
‘ stripping time” had come at last and 
that the nut brown leaf would soon 
be “in core.” 
Soon smoke would curl 
from the chimney of the stripping 
room and in many cases the whole 
family would soon be employed in pull­ 
ing the leaves from the stalks and 
putting the tobacco in bundles. 
The next question that came to his 
mind was: “ flow much a pound can I 
get for my crop?” but the reflection 
could not be a pleasant one according 
to the statement of a local dealer 
whose opinion is very good authority^ 
“ The leaf crop is not a good one 
this year” he said last night. 
“ This 
is nojt only true of Rock county but of 
the whole country as well. The leaves 
are long and narrow and the drouth 
was so long continued that some of 
the leaf fairly cured in the fields. 
It 
is not good tobacco as a whole al­ 
though there are some good crops in 
the country. I do not think that there 
will be much packing by dealers of 
the crop of ’94. The majority of them 
will prefer to let the growers handle 
it himself and sell it by the case ac­ 
cording to grade. 


F arm ers are Up to Snuff. 
“ As it is now there are two kinds 
hanging on the poles in the sheds. 
The early crop is made up of email 
and narrow leaves. 
The later crop 
is 
better, but 
when the 
buyer 
comes to 
look 
into the 
shed, 
he 
will 
find 
that 
the 
growers 
many of them at least, 
will not 
have the poor stuff displayed as well 
as the better goods. 
He might buy a 
crop that appeared good and then find 
that enough of it was not up to grade 
to knock off all the profit on the pur­ 
chase. 
On the other hand, if he lets 
the grower handle his own crop he 
can buy it when it must grade up 
right. 
Last year was a bad one for 
tobacco and the grower 
axd 
dealer 
will suffer alike thereby. 
“ Damp weather has come late this 
year. 
Usually the tobacco can Ie 
taken down in December; and in fact 
some of it was this year, but most of 
it has had to hang until now. 
I do 
not see where any money can be made 
on it. 
There is no money in cheap 
goods for the dealer. 
Fine crops are 
profitable, but I am afraid that fine 
crops will be few and far between this 
year. 
Of course things may not be ss 
bad as they look, but in my judgment 
the situation is about rs I have o p ­ 
ined it. 
Alout the only rain we got 
wa3 the three days preceding th 3 June 
rices, and after that the heat was in* 
tense.

trust excited by our silver legislation 
of 1890 more strikingly than the re 
turns of any of the three preceding 
years during which the Sherman Act 
had been in operation. 
For the two 
fiscal years 1880-1 and 
1891-2 com 
bined, the foreign commercial move 
ment, including that 
of gold and 
silver, showed an excess of exports 
over imports amounting to 330 mil 
lions, or an average per year of 105 
millions. 
Taking the amount need A 
for payments of interest and dividends 
at 
the 
usually 
estimated 
sum 
of 
IOO 
millions 
per 
year 
it 
follows 
that 
the 
balance 
o 
65 
millions 
went 
to 
pay 
for 
returned securities or to settle with­ 
drawn credits. 
For the past year 
we had a net trade balance of 181 mi' 
lions in our favor and yet made a net 
export of gold amounting to 81 
mil 
lions, leaving 262 millions to be ac 
counted for. 
Assuming IOO millions 
of that sum to have gone in the pay 
ment of dividends and interest, the 
remaining 162 millions will represent 
our liquidations of various forms of 
foreign financial indebtedness, such 
as securities sent home, real estate 
mortgages, banking and other rui - 
ning balances, the owners of which 
preferred to withdraw from use here. 
With the foregoing figures covering 
three and one-half years, it is easy 
to 
see 
how,

H ow th e T itle o f th e E m peror o f R us­ 
sia Should B e Spelled. 
M ention of tho Parisian controversy 
on the Russian emperor’s title lias 
brought out several com m unications 
on the same subject. One w riter says: 
‘‘The initial letter in Russian is a 
double letter representing ‘T's,’ and 
the title in our characters should be 
spelled tsar. 
I may m ention that his 
w ife’s title is tsaritsaand not czarina, 
and that of his eldest son tsesarevich, 
the other sons beiog called tsarevich.” 
Another correspondent writes: 
“The 
first letter in the emperor’s title is 
the 
tw enty-third 
in 
the 
Rus­ 
sian alphabet 
It lias invariably 
the 
sound 
which 
in 
English 
would be m ost accurately rendered by 
Ts.’ 
The second letter is equivalent 
to our ‘A,’ the third to our ‘R,’ and 
there is a final sem i-m ute letter, which 
may, perhaps, be disregarded. 
The 
Russian pronunciation of the word is. 
therefore, 4ts-a-r.? 
How the general 
English custom of em ploying ‘Cz’ in 
the word arose it would be difficult to 
say,for the Russian letters, ‘Cz'are used 
initially in only tw o or three words 
in the w hole language. 
T hey are 
never employed, however, in ‘tsar’ or 
any of 
its derivatives. 
There is no 
‘czarina’ in Russian. 
Tile word is 
‘tsaritsa,’ with 
the accent on 
the 
second syllable. 
The fact that the 
Empress Catherine, the Emperor Paul, 
and other Russians have used the 
form ‘czar’ when w riting in a foreign 
language can hardly ju stify its use 
when ‘Cz’ does not convey the orig­ 
inal sound of our ‘Ts’ in that lan­ 
gu age.”
